nearly ideal for saving both small grain and later maturing crops, The quality of 
corn, soybeans and several other late growing crops was mostly exeellente 


A total of 541 million acres were harvested in 1952 which was about 5 million more 

than in 1951 but less than in 7 of the 10 precoding years. A total of nearly 555 "é 
million acres was used for planting and growing principal crops in 1952, This was
